a Water famine here this winter. The 
cold weather has started in early and 
there is alréady four inches of ice on 
the filter bed. The water is low in 
the river and if the weather continues 
cold all ‘the water in the fiter will 
freeze. ‘There has been’ so little rain 
that the indications are that the river 
will fall rapidly, now that the freez- 
ing weather has come. To meet an 
emergency the board has decided to pur- 
chase a small auxiliary.pump to pump 
Water from the river into the filter 
bed. In case ofa big fire or a big de- 
mand for water for any cause this 
pump would not help out to any extent, 
but under ordinary conditions the de-

Supt. Collins stated that the con- 
ditions are unusually discouraging, for 
addition to the eariy cold there is 
low Water in the river to contend 
with. Usually the river is high enough 
in the winter so that the water witl 
flow on to the filter beds without the 
necessity of pumping it in, and the 
department’s worst foe is ice. This 
year it will be ice and low water too, 
and this situation comes’ after the 
board has used every effort to impress 
the fact upon the city government 
that an additional] filter is a necessity.

conditions are encountered the outlook 
is exceedingly bad.

Captain Oberlin, M. Carter left the 
federal penitentiary at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan., Nov. 28, having ended his 
term of servitude of three years and 
seven months of the five years imposed 
by court martial for defrauding the 
government in connection with the Sa- 
vannah harbor improvements. It is 
said that he intends to sue the govern- 
ment for the proportion of his fortune 
which was sequestered.

Total School Enrollment. 

United States Commissioner of Edu- 
cation Harris reports that 15,925,887 
pupils were enrolled in the public 
schools last year.

Total attendance in private schools was 
1,272,537, in evening and special schools 
620,840, making grand total of 18,080,-

GUILD MEETING 


Members Meet Tuesday Evening and 
Plan Work for Ensuing Year. 


There was rather a small audience in 
the lower town hall on“Tuesday evening 
in answer to the call of the officials. of 
the Andover Guild to devise new plans 
for the work for boys and girls'for the 
coming winter. : 

‘Lhe meeting was cal'ed to order. by 
the chairman, Burton S. Flagg, who said 
that the meeting had been called for the 
purpose of creating more enthusiasm 
among the boys and girls of the town 
and that Prof. Williams would tell of a 
new scheme by which this could be done. 

Prof. Williams then spoke of a plan 


; Which is in vogue in the mining districts 


of Pennsylvania among the Welsh people 
and which will be tried in Andover. 
He said that clubs were started by the 
children and young men and women and 
meetings are held once or twice a Week, 
when they are instructed in different 
subjects, such as animals, birds, what 
houses are made of, etc. At the end of 
three months a competition meeting is 
held, when each one writes a composi- 
tion on the subjects taught them. Com- 
petent judges are chosen who read the 
compositions and substantial prizes are 
awarded to the three who in their 
opinion, have the best papers. Prof. 
Williams said that music and poetry 
were studied in the same manner and 
the contestants had to write a poem or 
compose a song and at the meeting would 
recite or sing whatever they had written. 
He said that they were also taught to 
pick up all the information they could 
outside of the school and this would 
keep the children bitsy most of the. time 
trying to find something new about their 
favorite subject. He said that it was 
the purpose of the committee to have 
the classes in charge of competent 
teachers who give talks on the different 
subjects, sometimes having the article 
studied there for inspection and some- 
times illustrated with pictures. 

In closing Prof. Williams urged the 
boys. present to tell their other girl and 
boy friends of the project and said that 
after the first meeting or two a large 
number would be interested. . 

Mr. Flagg then said that the clusses 
would be formed right away and would 
be divided into three departments. ‘The 
first class will be children under 12, sec- 
ond between 12 and 15, and third  be- 
tween 15 and 20. The'class between the 
ages of 12 and 15 will meet with their 
instructor in the Guild house on Satur- 
day afternoon at 2,and the classes under 
12 and between 15 and 20 will meet on 
Saturday evening at 7.300’clock. Mr. 
Flagg then told of the prizes that would 
be awarded the winners. He said that 
the wimners in the class between 15 and 
20 would reeeive $5 for the first, $3 for 
the second and $1 for the third prize. 
For the ‘class between 12 and 15 the 
prizes will be $3, $2 and $1.. For the 
younger class the winners will receive a 
suitable book which will have the town 
seal embossed upon the cover and will 
make a valuable souvenir tu the re- 
cipient. 

Rev. Frederic Palmer then said a few 
words regarding the work of the classes 
and hoped that a great deal of interest 
would be manifested in the new scheme. 

Supt. of Schools Palmer was the last 
speaker and he spoke of the several 
classes and instructors and said that he 
Was sure that the classes would be very 
profitable and enjoyable.

Mr. .Bullock, representing, the tele- 
phone company explained the need of 
new poles, claiming that at the present 
condition of poles and wires already on 
the street it would be impossible to run 
a telephone system on the same poles as 
at several points where the wires would 
cross the street they would have to-go 
below the electric trolley wire. He also 
said that the voltage carried by these 
wires would seriously interfere with the 
service for subscribers. 

Barnett Kogers said that he repre- 
sented J. H. Campion and Henry W. 
Barnard, two of the largest property 
owners on the street. He spoke emphat- 
ically against placing more poles on the 
street claiming that there were enough 
poles on the street already for every- 
body if kept in proper shape and if some 
mutual agreement could be made by the 
different companies to use the same 
poles. He said that the poles all over 
town were in rather poor condition. 

E. R. Barton was the next speaker to 
argue against the granting of a location 
for poles. He said that by actual count 
there were 20 poles between Maple 
avenue and Whittier street and most of 
them were ina very bad condition. - He 
thought that the proper way would be 
to place the wires under ground. 

O. P. Chase said that he had counted 
47 poles from Maple avenue to Walnut 
avenue and he thought that it would be

Mr. Bullock said that formerly the 
wires were run over the electric poles 
but since the building of the electric 


service as the noise would be detri- 
mental for long distance “telephoning. 
He also said’ that the electricity from 
the wires would. hinder the use of ser- 
vice. sHe suid that in large cities where 
this was formerly done it had to be 
changed.as: the subscribers’ complained: 

Selectman Boutwell asked how many 
poles would be required for the line.

Mr. Barton said that the selectmen 
should see that safe and good appearing 
poles be placed if the petition was 
granted.

A Glimpse of the West. 


Mr. Bergstrom of Minneapolis, who is 
to be in Andover for several weeks, is an 
enthusiast over the West, as was amply 
proven by a recent interesting interview 
with him. He is at present very much 
interested in the development of the 
hemp growing industry in Minnesota, an 
interest that has a local flavor to it for 
many Andover citizens, through the 
Smith & Dove Company’s use of such 
raw material. 


Speaking of the subject, Mr. Bergstrom | 


said: : 

“Experiments were made this year at 
the State farm, in growing hemp. It 
was so successful that a corporation has 
been organized for the purpose of culti- 
vating hemp and manufacturing it into 
fibre. A hemp fibre mill wil] be erected 
at Crookston, Minn., next spring. 

“The growing of hemp on lands in- 
fested with weeds, including wild mus 
tard—the most troublesome to the Red 
River Valley farmer—destroys them 
completely and the hemp is not affected 
thereby. 

“The opening of a part of the Red 
Lake Indian reservation to settlers has 
brought a great influx of ‘landseekers’ 
or ‘thomeseekers,’ as they are called out 
there, into the North Western part of 
the State. Many settle on their ‘claims’ 
with the express purpose of selling the 
timber to lambermen, who saw it into 
lumber. Sometimes a settler will realize 
as much as ten thousand dollars for the 
timber alone on his land, which has 
only cost him fourteen dollars and the 
required residence on the land. Most of 
these homesteads are also fine agricui- 
tural lands. 

“Prosperity reigns every where through- 
out the whole state, in every line of in- 
dustry. The farmers have just finished . 
threshing an abundant harvest of grain 
of every kind.”

ANCIENT BRAVERY 


An Interesting Historical 
Be Memorialized. 


Event to 


Dear Mr. tditor: 


It may be of interest to some of your 
readers to know that the ‘Massachusetts 
Society of Colonial Wars” has engaged 
to erect a monument. on the scene of the 
famous “Lovewell’s Fight” in Fryeburg, 
Maine, on the seventeenth of next June. 
_ Andover’s share in that battle is in-. 
terestingly told by Miss Bailey in Chap- 
ter, Second of her ‘Historical Sketches 
of Andover.” Our patriotic town fur- 
nished at least one of the bravest of the 
company in the person of Chaplain | 
‘Jonathan Frye, who died from the effects 
of his wounds. It is he to whom Miss 
Bailey refers in the following stanza 
which she quotes from what was then 
called “The most-beloved song in all 
New England.” 

“Our worthy Captain Lovewell among them 
there did die, 

They killed Lieutenant Robbins and wounded 
good young Frye, 

Who was our English Chaplain — he many 
Indians slew } 

And some of them he scalped when round 
him bullets tlew.”’ 

The society which is to erect the mon- | 
ument desires to give it into the care of 
an incorporated association, which will 
not only attend to its preservation but / 
will also secure the land upon which the 
fight occurred for a public park, and will 
build a boulevard from it to the town of 
Fryeburg.

“On Saturday, May 8, 1725, on the | 
shores of a beautiful pond in Fryeburg, 
Maine, was fought one of the most des- 
perate battles known to the New Eng- 
land Colonists. It has come down to us 
as ‘‘Lovewell’s Fight,” and the sheet of 
water bears the name of Lovewell’s Pond 
in honor of the colonial captain. At the 
time, as was also the case at Bunker 
Hill, the result of the engagement 
seemed a complete defeat for the col- | 
onials, but history- has now seen the |; 
significance of it all, and accords un- 
stinted praise to Captain Lovewell’s 
plans and the bravery with which they 
were carried out. These plans called 
for anattack upon the Indians in their 
home, the upper valley o° the Saco, “a 
carrying of the war into Africa,’ that 
the Pequawkets might be so weakened 
and terror-stricken that they~: would 
never again dare to raid the white set- 
tlements. It isa matter of history that | 
such was the result of the “fight.”’ Some 
have tried to belittle the expedition by 
calling it a “raid for scalps,” because the 
Governor of Massachusetts had offered a 
bounty for all the scalps taken. But the | 
true significance of this bounty was that 
it offered considerable more pay for 
those who enlisted, as the bounty fea- 
ture of the volunteers in the civil war 
stimulated enlistments in that crisis. | 
The purpose, however, of this communi- 


cation is not to call forth a criticism of 
either the motives of the men, or their 
commanders, or the government of the 
colony under whose auspices they set 
out. Rather we would call attention to 
a plan only to be conceived of by brave 
men, and, as all will allow, carried out 
in all its details with the utmost bravery 
and self-sacrifice. ; 

“Such being the case, ought not their | 
deeds to be worthy of record on suitable | 
monuments, on the very spots on which 
they fought, and so many of them 
bravely fell? 7 

‘Many citizens of Maine, New Hamp- ; 
shire and Massachusetts have expressed 


themselves to the writer as favorable te 
action leading to such’monument :, mark- 
ing the chief places on the advance, in 
the region of the fight and -on the disas- 
trous retreat. They believe many others 


would like to join them, especially from 
those towns which made up Captain 
Lovewell’s little force, and the descen- 
dants of the heroes of the expedition 
themselves. Will any such place them- 
selves in communication with the weiter, 
W. A. Robinson, Arlington, Mass.? 

“The plan, so far as any plan has been 
formulated, is to meet in Boston on the 
anniversary of the fight, May 8, 1904, 
and become incorporated, under general 
law, as the “Lovell’s Fight Memorial 
Association.” Further action would de- 
pend on the good judgment of the irser- 
porators. It may not be generally 
known that some years ago at least one 
branch of the general. court of Masse- 
chusetts voted an appropriation for a 
monument at Fryeburg on the battle 
ground, The following roster of Cap- 
tain Lovewell’s men shows how many 
towns and families had representatives 
in the fight. They are recorded in two 
divisions, the first being those actually 
in the battle, and the second those left 
as a reserve on Ossipee Lake :—

The Angora Gat as a Forest 
Restorer. 


A reader of the Townsman has inti- 


| mated through ,its columus they would 
; like to hear our opinion on the value of 


Angora goats as forest restorers, which 
the many strong points, pre- 
viously urged, in the Angora’s favor, we 
have unwittingly omitted to mention in 
detail. 

Many years ago the late Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher remarked publicly, “Every 
man has. a right to hisown opinion, and 
a right to express it.’ We always ad- 
mired the free masonry of this noted 
divine’s intercourse with his fellow 
beings, and his broad sympathies in all 
the relations of life; and are pleased to 
find other equally fair-minded men, H. 
M. H. included, that we may look for 
fair. and courteous treatment, having 
responded td his earnest desire to hear 
more about the Angora, particularly as 
a forest restorer. ? ‘ 

As before mentioned in these columns, 
on many of the old abandoned farms of 
New England, the heavy growth of wood 
and timber has been cut and removed, 
by the sumbermen and woodchoppers, 
for commercial purposes. Acres and 
acres of stump cut-downs are to be seen 
in hilly and mountainous regions, where 
nothing but brush, bushes, and weeds 
will grow. These pastures cannot be 
utilized as pasturage for horses, sheep, 
or cattle. The expense of clearing one 
| acre of this stump land, with scythe and 
stump fuller, and bringing it into grass 
| for pasturage, is estimated by the in- 
| telligent farmer at the rate of one 
hundred dollars per acre. Now the goat, 
|in the capacity of browser, will clear up 
| the 1and, and keep down everything but 
| grass. This they refuse to eat, prefering 
the foliage of tender young shrubs, 
twigs, berry bushes, thistles, and:‘numer- 
ous other specimens of plant-life with 
which the land abounds. Consequently 
the reclaimed land,—if pasturage is 
not the goal to be desired, — turns back 
| to woodland as it should. ‘The goat also 
assists in annihilating the stumps, by 
cropping the innumerable saplings, or 
sprouts, while in foliage. This heroic 
treatment has a tendency to destroy the 
vitality of the root. Three years of this 
close intimacy between stump and goat— 
whose appetite, at any time, is not 
capricious—the former’s vights as a land 
holder, by priority or tenancy, ends in 
extermination and defeated justice,. for 
the stump. The oak is proverbially 
tenacious of life, even when cleft by the 
woodman’s axe they send out a family 
of young sprouts to “hold in mormain 
} still their old estates.” Like the red 
man's hunting grounds, their estate 
passes into the possession of another 
tribe—not akin to their own — the tribe 
of feathery, evergreen pines. ‘These 
little conservative family groups that 
follow in the train of an oak cut-down, 
designated ‘scrub oaks”, are unsightly 
in appearance and unremunerative in 
| wood productiveness, as they grow only 
a few feet in height, and then die. This 
is accounted for, on the scientific prin- 
ciple, that some properties of the soil 
have become exhausted, in developing 
the massive trunks and giant limbs of 
their ancestors, and the offspring suc- 
cumb to an impoverished constitution in

Total School Enroliment. 

United States Commissioner of Edu- 
cation Harris reports that 15,925,887 
pupils were enrolled in the public 
schools last year. The average month- 
ly wages of teachers were $49 for men 
and $40 for women.

Total attendance in private schools was 
1,272,537, in evening and special schools 
20,840, making grand total of 18,080,- 
840.

Ilence the utility of the An- 
gora in destroying ‘scrub oak under- 
growth. ‘The method. of propagating 
forest trees, by sewing seed, transplant- 
ing the young shoots, and stimulating 
their growth by cultivation, was adopted 
some twenty-five years ago on the pre- 
exemption government land—owing to 
the necessity of the situation which 
warranted the outlay—in some of those 
treeless, wind-swept plains in the far 
West. Whether the plan was a success, 
to what extent it was carried out, or 
whether it is still in operation in that 
section of the country, we are unable to 
state. 

But we hardly think it §would appeal 
to the economic sense and enterprise of 
the farmers in this community. Even 
though the theories “ of seeding, setting, 
cultivating, and encouraging the growth 
of young woods of any description, to 
restore our New England forests, were 
8 ipported, by lecturers of some note” — 
we read magazines of some note—“‘backed 
with public moneys, and college exper- 
iments”, as H. M.H. putsit. Now, in 
our estimation, the farmers would give 
more for one pound of practical knowl- 
edge, gained by the practical experience 
of one of their own number, than for 
two pounds of “college experiments”, 
and make a much better showing in 
their bank accounts, too. Well, it might 
be a success for the “college experiment” 
theoretically, but how would it be finan- 
cially for the farmer ? 

We have heard of one instance in New 
England in which a crop of acorns was 
planted, nearly, if not quite, 200 years 
ago. This, however, is traditional. But 
we will give the story for what it is 
worth. ‘ A curious tradition is related 
about Union Grove, a beautiful clump 
of oak trees, several acres in extent 
between Hartford and Wethersfield, in 
the state of Connecticut. It is said that 
soon after this region was settled, early 
in the 17th century, a certain father, 
whose name has not been handed down, 
when dying, left this tract of ground to 
one of his sons, whochad offended him in 
some way, to be his during the time it 
would take him to raise one crop and 
Harvest it. The shrewd son planted the 
ground to acorns, The crop uf oaks -has 
not yet been harvested.” 

Instances have come under our dwn 
observation, when worn out pasturage, 
in which dry, white moss had obtained a 
foothold, had suddenly déveloped an in- 
clination to return to woodland. -A 
colony of white’ pine sprouts appeared 


above the ground, followed by other 
colonies in consecutive years. Their 
growth was rapid and uniform. They 


received no assistance or encouragement 
from the hand of man, but were simply 
left to themselves—artisans of their own 
destinies. But each year the pines have 
| been stretching their arms nearer the 
sky,®growing in beauty and stateliness. 
The origin of this spontaneous appear- 
ance of tree-life, we can account for in 
no other way than this: When the cones 
of some far-away pine shook their brown 
strobiles to the passing breeze, the 
winged seeds were carried several hun- 
dred feet away from the parent tree, 
and distributed in this locality.
